The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 
limitations of (in combination with all other limitations in the claims), when a tag signal is 
added to a pixel of the color image signal, neighboring pairs of pixels are handled as a 
set of pixels to reduce the resolution, whereby the image formation can be performed 
with an increased gradation, wherein the tag signal represents a photograph image 
area, as set forth in claim(s) 1,2,6, and 7.
